OFFENCES 


Labour blamed as police solve iust 
27 per cent of all crimes in Kent 


NEARLY three quarters of all 
criminal offences committed 
in Kent go unsolved, accord¬ 
ing to new figures. 

The Home Office statistics, released 
this week, show detection rates for 
every type of criminal offence. 

Kent Police detected 18 per cent of 
robberies; 49 per cent of violence cases; 
29 per cent of sex offences; 16 per cent of 
criminal damage cases; 30 per cent of 
fraud and forgery offences and 20 per 
cent for theft and handling stolen goods. 

Police detected a combined average of 
just 27 per cent of all crimes in 2006-07. 

David Davis, the shadow home secre-

tary, told KoS: “These statistics show in 
Kent less than half of all crimes com¬ 
mitted by violent criminals, and only a 
fifth of all robberies are detected. 

“Labour is to blame for these appalling 
figures. Their top-down, target-driven 
approach has twisted police priorities 
and led to falling detection rates.” 

The Home Office figures show detec¬ 
tion rates for every county in England 
and Wales. Mr Davis said they showed 
a “justice postcode lottery” with differ¬ 
ing detection rates. 


For example, in Surrey almost 60 per 
cent of violent attackers are brought to 
justice, while in Sussex the rate is only 
37 per cent. 

Kent fares better than average in the 
South East on most of the crime cate¬ 
gories but falls below on robbery and 
violence attacks. 

The Home Office said the figures rep¬ 
resented a total of both sanctioned and 
non-sanctioned detection rates. In sanc¬ 
tioned detections, an offender has been 
caught and dealt with by the criminal 
justice system. 

Non-sanctioned detections refer to 
cases where the officers have a suspect 
but are not, for whatever reason, able to

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FIRST CLASS: The James Bond stamps celebrate the centenary of Ian Fleming’s birth 

007’s stamp 
of approval

A NEW set of James Bond stamps 
has been released by the Royal 
Mail to celebrate the life of Ian 
Fleming. 

The author, who lived and died in Kent, 
wrote 14 books about 007, some of which 
were written in the county. 

The stamps are being released on January 
8, to mark a century since the writer’s birth. 

The two first class stamps feature 
Fleming’s first novel Casino Royale and Dr 
No, the first novel of the Bond series to be 
filmed. 

The 54p stamps show the covers of 
Goldfinger and Diamonds Are Forever, while 
the final 78p pairing features For Your Eyes 
Only and From Russia with Love. 

The new stamps are the first event in a 


year of centenary celebrations including new 
exhibitions at the Imperial War Museum and 
the Fleming Collection, and of course the 
new Bond book, Devil May Care, by 
Sebastian Faulks. 

Corinne Turner, managing director of Ian 
Fleming Publications, said: “It is a privilege 
for Ian Fleming’s novels to be celebrated by 
the Royal Mail Special Stamps’ programme 
and we couldn’t ask for a better start to his 
centenary year. 

“James Bond once again in the service of 
his Queen and country: the first of many 
new adventures in 2008.” 

Julietta Edgar, head of Royal Mail Special 
Stamps, added: “Fictional heroes don’t come 
much more famous than James Bond, so it’s 
entirely appropriate that we start our 2008 
special stamp programme by honouring his 
creator, Ian Fleming. 

“It’s hard to believe that Bond has been 
with us for more than 50 years, but just like 
Royal Mail’s special stamps, he’s become part 
of the British way of life.” 


House Deedes 

AT LEAST one offer has been made to buy 
the picturesque country house that 
belonged to late Ashford MP and Daily 
Telegraph editor Lord Deedes. 

The popular former cabinet member, who 
died at the age of 94 in August, lived in the 
New Hayters estate in Aldington from 
1946, but the property was put on the mar¬ 
ket last month by his youngest daughter 
Lucy because she plans to move to West 
Sussex. 

It is expected to fetch at least £750,000. 

Estate agents Strutt and Parker would 
not confirm how many bids had been made, 
or their value. 

A spokesman said: “The house is under 
offer. We have had lots and lots of people 
looking around.” 

A village source added: “It’s going to go for 
big money with all that history”

record a conviction. 

Wendy Bartlett, of Victim Support Kent, 
said of the situation: “It is not good and we 
would like a much higher detection rate but 
the police possibly do not have the amount 
of resources they need to do the detection.” 

She added: “I think the police do a bril¬ 
liant job but they do not always have the 
resources.” 

Ms Bartlett said people were often fright¬ 
ened to come forward, particularly when 
they were victims of sexual offences and 
domestic violence. 

“It is very reliant on the person that has 
been the victim,” she said. “It is extremely 
difficult for them to talk about it.” 

She said people targeted by robbers were 
also afraid to give police statements, espe¬ 
cially if they were elderly 

Matthew Elliott, chief executive of the 
Taxpayers Alliance pressure group, said: “If 
these police officers spent more time chas¬ 
ing serious criminals rather than monitor¬ 
ing speed cameras and getting people for 
petty offences then we would all live in 
safer communities. 


Complex business 

“Taxpayers want police to put the convic¬ 
tion of dangerous criminals at the top of 
their mission.” 

A spokesman for Kent Police said: “In the 
past three years, Kent Police has improved 
its detected rate from 19 per cent to 27.8 per 
cent. 

‘We use an intelligence based-approach, 
targeting prolific offenders. We endeavour 
to detect every crime with the help of foren¬ 
sic experts and partner agencies and we are 
particularly grateful that the people of 
Kent continue to put themselves forward as 
witnesses. Kent Police is committed to 
detecting as many offences as possible.” 

A Home Office spokeswoman said: 
“Policing is a complex business and we don’t 
think it’s helpful to measure force perform¬ 
ance in just one way without considering 
the different local issues facing forces. 

“The recent Police Performance 
Assessment show improvements in tack¬ 
ling crime, more offences brought to justice 
and greater satisfaction among victims of 
crimes in the police forces who help them. 

“There are more improvements to come. 
By next April all communities will have a 
neighbourhood policing team and we are 
reviewing how we can reduce bureaucracy 

“We have invested to strengthen the 
police delivering real improvements for the 
public with crime down by a third over the 
last decade. We can now build on that by 
continuing to support forces in improving 
their performance on investigating and 
detecting crime.”

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‘Cartervision’ under attack 


A LABOUR MP has accused Kent County 
Council of an abuse of power after it intro¬ 
duced a taxpayer-funded online TV station. 

Stephen Ladyman, the MP for South 
Thanet, told the House of Commons how 
KCC had decided to spend £600,000 on its 
own TV channel, while putting up home care 
charges for older people to raise £600,000. 

He said: “There is no greater supporter of 
devolution to local councils than I, but should 
we not have a debate, so that we can expose 
how Tory councils abuse those powers?” 

The budgeted cost of the project - dubbed 
Cartervision after KCC leader Paul Carter - 
will be £1.4 million over two years. KCC 
hopes advertising will eventually support 


the controversial venture. 

The Leader of the Commons Harriet 
Harman told Dr Ladyman: “In the olden 
days that used to be known as propaganda 
on the rates. I thank my Honourable Friend 
for raising the issue, which I will bring to the 
attention of colleagues in government.” 

KCC chief executive Peter Gilroy has justi¬ 
fied the expenditure by saying it would ben¬ 
efit tourism, inward investment and educa¬ 
tion. He has said: “This will be able to reach 
people that we can’t reach at the moment.”

Pythons will 
never reform, 
says star Jones

MONTY Python star Terry 
Jones has ruled out getting the 
much-loved comedy group back 
together. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday ahead of his 
appearance at next month’s Folkestone 
Literary Festival, the comedian, director, 
writer and historian said he still meets up 
with Michael Palin, John Cleese, Eric Idle 
and Terry Gilliam, but said of a reunion: “I 
don’t think it will happen”. 

He said: if We did all get together for a 
meal about a month ago. 

“Things do keep coming up and John 
has been keen to do a stage show with 
everyone together in the past, and more 
recently a film, but I don’t think we will. 

“I can’t see us working together like that 
again. We’re all doing our own things now.” 

The 65-year-old, who lives in London, is 
still close to the old gang though, and regu¬ 
larly sees Teny Gilliam and Michael Palin. 

He continued: “It’s great actually 
because Terry and Mike live so close to 
me. Terry is just five minutes up the road 
and Mike’s across Hampstead Heath. 

“John and Eric live on the west coast of 
America, so I see them less.” 

The fifth member of the group, Graham 
Chapman, died in Maidstone in 1999 from 
pneumonia brought about by throat cancer. 

Operation 

Mr Jones, who pulled out of an appear¬ 
ance at last year’s festival after he was 
diagnosed with bowel cancer, also revealed 
he is due to have a check-up just days 
before taking to the stage next month. 

He said he was “more or less recovered” 
after a successful operation and 
chemotherapy sessions, but was due to 
have an assessment this week ahead of 
taking to the stage at the Folkestone 
Academy on November 8. 

He said: “I had an operation last year 
and the doctors said ‘no need to worry, it’s 
only the second biggest operation after 
open heart surgery 5 . 

“To be honest, I didn’t really feel ill at all. 
They found it on a routine check up and

cut it out fairly quickly. I did have to go to 
chemotherapy for a little while afterwards, 
but I’m told it’s unlikely to come back. 

“I feel fine though, and I’m looking for¬ 
ward to this year’s festival, especially after 
missing out last year.” 

Since his Python days Mr Jones has pur¬ 
sued more academic endeavours, and is an 
expert on medieval England. He has writ¬ 
ten several books, which spawned the TV 
series: Terry Jones’ Medieval Lives and 
Terry Jones’ Barbarians. 

He has also written a screenplay based 
on the Adam and Eve story, as well as an 
opera based on his book Evil Machines. 

He added: “It’s about the machines tak¬ 
ing over the world. There are a lot of 
machines on stage singing.” 

Terry Jones appears at the Folkestone 
Academy on Thursday, November 8 for a 
talk entitled Was Richard II a Tyrant?

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£4 million - 
what your 
MPs cost 
taxpayers

MPs are costing taxpayers nearly 
£4 million a year, with many tak¬ 
ing a hefty allowance for a second 
home in London. 

New figures show the area’s 21 representa¬ 
tives have claimed an average of £121,368 a 
year to pay for accommodation in the capital, 
travel and office and staff costs between April 
2006 and March 2007. This figure does not 
include their £60,277 salaries. 

Thirteen of these MPs claimed close to the 
maximum allowance of £22,110 for “the cost 
of staying away from home”. 

The most expensive was Old Bexley and 
Sidcup Tory MP Derek Conway, who claimed 
a total of £140,943. This included £22,060 for 
a second home, despite his constituency being 
just 12 miles from Westminster. 

Mr Conway said he was entitled to his sec¬ 
ond home, and that “most MPs have one”. 

70-hour weeks 

He said: “I’m surprised I have claimed the 
most in Kent, although I consider myself a 
London rather than a Kent MP, because I do 
not spend my full allowance. 

‘What is never reported is when someone 
has to halve their salary to become an MP. I 
was the chief executive of quite a big outfit.” 

Mr Conway then said he would “terminate 
this call” and slammed the phone down. 

The second highest claimant, Sittingboume 
and Sheppey Labour MP Derek Wyatt who 
clocked up £139,838, said: “I pay my staff excep¬ 
tionally well, but I don’t do anything exception¬ 
al at all. I don’t get £140,000 to just put in my 
pocket, it is broken down into office costs. 

“I have had a second home for 10 years, 
because I find you can’t get home after 11pm. 
I’ve always had a house in London, I’ve got a 
family and they have lived there for the last 
three years.” 

Gravesham’s Tory MP Adam Holloway, who 
was third in the table, argued money spent on 


staff costs and second homes was absolutely 
necessary to do the job properly. 

He said: “The staffing allowance is some¬ 
where in the order of £85,000 and that effec¬ 
tively pays for three staff - a secretary to run 
the office, a researcher to help with Commons 
contributions and another for case work. 

“In my office we are swamped and all of 
us, myself included, do case work. I could 
easily employ six staff and keep them all 
very busy. 

“Every day I get into the office at about 
7.30am and leave at about 10.30pm, and apart 
from the month of August I am often working 
70-hour weeks. 

“I’m really sorry but I am not spending 
another three hours a day travelling.” 


The official figures do not take into account 
a new £10,000 communications allowance 
voted for by MPs in May, which can be spent 
on leaflets and other documents to be sent to 
constituents. 

Some MPs also receive money for media 
work, speeches and advice to industry. 

Matthew Elliott, chairman of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, told this newspaper: 
“The key point is expenses have gone up by 
seven per cent in the last year at a time when 
most families are having to economise. MPs 
should be looking after our money more care¬ 
fully”

The destinations were published this 
week in the MPs’ Register of Interests, 
which also reveals the names of donors 
and how much MPs made from TV 
appearances and speeches, as well as 
other gifts or donations they received. 

Mr Howard and his novelist wife Sandra 
went on the three-week Saga cruise this 
spring. He delivered two speeches and a 
question-and-answer session. 

Saga, which is based in the 66-year-old’s 
constituency, specialises in providing trav¬ 
el and other services for the over-50s. The 
MP for Folkestone and Hythe was also 
given free tickets by Liverpool FC for the 
club’s two Champions League semi-final 
games against Chelsea, as well as receiv¬ 
ing between £5,001 and £10,000 for his 
appearance on ITV’s Don’t Call Me Stupid. 

Thanet South MP Stephen Ladyman 
received a donation from the managing 
director of jet engine firm Summit 
Aviation, as well as a trip to America to 
look at nuclear power facilities, paid for by 
Westinghouse Electric Company. 

Among the most frequent flyers was 
Sevenoaks MP Michael Fallon, who trav¬ 
elled to Kiev, the United Arab Emirates, 
Syria and Bahrain, as well as receiving 
free tickets to the England versus 
Scotland rugby match in February cour¬ 
tesy of the Royal Bank of Scotland. 

Canterbury MP Julian Brazier went on a 
lecture tour of America, Dartford’s Howard 
Stoate travelled to Brazil for a pharmaceu¬ 
ticals conference, Faversham MP Hugh 
Robertson went to Israel, Jordan and 
Syria, and Tonbridge and Mailing MP Sir 
John Stanley travelled to South Korea.

Deer facing threat 
from bluetongue 


MORE than 800 deer at a stately 
home in Kent are at risk from the 
deadly bluetongue virus. 

The animals are at Knole Park in Sevenoaks, 
close to the site of the latest outbreak of the dis¬ 
ease, nearby Longmeadow Farm. 

Tests on Wednesday confirmed the insect- 
borne virus had spread to the farm, making it 
the second in the county to confirm blue¬ 
tongue cases. 

The disease mainly affects sheep and cattle, 
but it can also spread to deer. 

Chris Tipping from Strutt and Parker, the 
land agents for Knole Park, said there was 
“nothing we can do”. 

He said: ‘What we will do is follow the 
Department for Envronment, Food and Rural 
Affairs’ guidance and advice. In terms of any

measures we can take, I don’t think there is 
anything. 

“Bluetongue is different to foot and mouth, 
where you can do all sorts of things to min¬ 
imise the risk. There is very little you can do 
to stop bluetongue because it is spread by 
midges. 

“Obviously, we hope that none of the deer at 
Knole Park do catch the virus, but it is in the 
hands of the Gods really.” 

Knole Park, which is owned by Lord 
Sackville, is the only deer park of its size in 
the county. 

Although it is privately owned, members of 


the public are allowed in the grounds. 

Defra officials said they were merging a 
control zone already in place covering East 
Anglia and Essex to include Kent and East 
Sussex - extending the ring by hundreds of 
miles. 

It also extends into parts of West Sussex, 
Surrey and the London Boroughs of Croydon, 
Bromley and Bexley. 

Farmers now have a much wider area in 
which to move their livestock, including trav¬ 
elling to markets or fresh grazing pastures. 

However, animal movements are restricted 
outside of the control zone to other parts of 
the UK. 

Symptoms of bluetongue include a dis¬ 
coloured, swollen tongue, fever, swelling of 
the head and neck, lameness and foaming at 
the mouth.

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Property market still a 
good long-term prospect 


BUILDING: Kent’s property market has not been hit hard by the recent credit crunch

IN A year of considerable uncer¬ 
tainty over the state of UK proper¬ 
ty markets, the upbeat tone of this 
year’s Kent Property Market 
Report will cheer owners and 
investors alike. 

Launched on Thursday, the report gives a 
broad thumbs up for Kent’s property market 
prospects in the medium to long term. 

But it warned there might be some short¬ 
term economic hurdles to get over following 
the recent turmoil in global credit markets, 
which led to the debacle at Northern Rock and 
general uncertainty as to the fall-out from that 
credit squeeze. 

The report, co-authored by Kent County 
Council and property experts at Cluttons, cov¬ 
ered all of the property sub-markets from com¬ 
mercial through to residential. 

All of these sub-markets have shown 
remarkable resilience to a year of interest rate 
rises and in general have outperformed most 
other asset classes, which is good news for the 
sector and will help underpin investor confi¬ 
dence as we move into the last quarter of 2007 
and into the New Year. 


Although there has been a predictable slow 
down in the commercial property sector in 
2007, the performance of the office market has 
remained firm with the report suggesting that 


office rental growth has seen a rise in parts 
of the county and has maintained a stable 
position compared to the South East over 
the last 10 years. 

West Kent remains a popular office loca¬ 
tion, and other parts of the county are expe¬ 
riencing a good level of demand, with activ¬ 
ity in East Kent continuing at a steady pace. 

The report highlighted the stellar per¬ 
formance of business parks in the county. 

This sector led the way with considerable 
expansion in 2006-07, with significant 
developments cited as coming on stream at 
Chatham Maritime in Medway, Eureka 
Park in Ashford, Eclipse Business Park in 
Maidstone and Shearway Park in 
Folkestone, among many others. 

Business parks also attracted continued 
interest from occupiers seeking quality 


space within the county and from business¬ 
es looking to relocate to Kent. 

Indications that house-price growth will 
now slow down given the impact of five 
interest rate rises following a period of very 
steady growth are becoming more evident, 
although the report shows that average 
house prices in Kent are higher than the 
national average. 

One of the key areas under the spotlight 
is regeneration and again the report points 
to projects planned and underway in many 
parts of Kent. 

The projects listed are both ambitious in 
scale and make encouraging reading, cover¬ 
ing as they do the length and breadth of the 
county and are testament to what is best 
about the public and private sector working 
together. 

Developments 

Speaking at the report’s launch, Roger 
Gough, cabinet member for regeneration 
and supporting independence at Kent 
County Council, said: “The regeneration 
across Kent is providing a major boost to 
the county. 

“There are also many more developments 
planned, including transport links that will 
open Kent up to the wider national and 
international market.” 

On the downside, the launch of the Kent 
Property Market Report coincided with a 
rather stark assessment by the Bank of 
England on financial stability in the UK 
where the commercial property market 
was singled out by the Bank as being par¬ 
ticularly exposed to “further shocks (from 
the global credit squeeze) and to rises in the 
cost of finance”.

A new report containing market fore¬ 
casts commissioned by the federation has 
found house prices in the South East are 
set to rise 51 per cent by 2012 - meaning 
the average property will cost £400,000. 

Derek Cash, head of the federation for 
the south region, said half a million peo¬ 
ple in the South East would be priced 
out of the housing market by soaring 
house prices. 

This is coupled with a shortage of social 
and affordable homes, with 455,000 peo¬ 
ple on the waiting list for social housing 
in the South East, which has increased 
by 50 per cent in the last five years. 

Mr Cash said: “There are lots of people 
out there who are homeless or in over¬ 
crowded accommodation. 

“There are young people living with 
their mum and dad for far longer because 
they cannot afford their own homes. 

“Only people whose parents can afford 
to help them by providing financial sup¬ 
port can get on the property ladder.” 

The federation’s findings show there is 
an “affordability crisis” with house buy¬ 
ing becoming a preserve for the rich and 
Kent is one of the worst affected counties 
in the South East. 

Already in Sevenoaks house prices are 
nearly 15 times more than the average 
salary, meaning people need an income 
of more than £90,000 to get a mortgage.

‘Party’ drug rise 

COCAINE use in Kent has increased “four fold 
in four years”, according to a senior police officer. 

Kent Police’s drug liaison sergeant Howard 
Chandler said many people see “having a line 
of coke and a glass of champagne at the end of 
a hard week” as acceptable. 

He said: “There are two markets for cocaine. 
One is the addict market, where crack cocaine 
addicts will have a hand-to-mouth existence, 
and the other is the night-time social scene. 
This is what we are particularly focusing on. 

‘What we are doing now is we are able to 
take swabs from people’s hands when they go 
into clubs and process it using what we call an 
Irontrack machine, which is very good at tar¬ 
geting cocaine. We also take our drug dogs out¬ 
side clubs and to train stations.” 

Bug trust new row 

THE crisis-ridden trust at the centre of the 
superbug scandal has been left without leader¬ 
ship at a crucial time, a Kent MP has claimed. 

After only three weeks in his new post, the 
interim chief executive of Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, Glenn Douglas, 
has gone on holiday. 

And George Jenkins, the trust’s new tempo¬ 
rary chairman, is on annual leave next week. 

Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells, said 
it was “unacceptable” for the health bosses to 
take leave so soon after the watchdog’s report 
into two outbreaks of Clostridium difficile that 
led to the deaths of 90 patients. 

A trust spokesman said the trust was not 
leaderless and that Mr Clark’s comments have

CLOSE to 100 cannabis farms 
have been closed in Kent in the 
last two years, with around half 
run by organised criminal gangs. 

In an exclusive interview, Kent Police’s 
drug liaison sergeant Howard Chandler said 
the number of growers in the county was on 
the increase. 

It is estimated the illegal growing in the 
county is now generating in excess of £3 mil¬ 
lion a year for criminals. 

National reports have suggested up to 75 
per cent of all cannabis production in the UK 
is carried out by Vietnamese gangs, but Sgt 
Chandler said this was not the case in Kent. 

He said: ‘We have always had cannabis 
growers, but in the last two years there has 
been an increase. We have closed tens rather 
than hundreds of cannabis farms, but it is 
probably coming close to 100. 

“Of the farms we have closed in the last two 
years it is roughly even split between organ¬ 
ised growers and people who grow for them¬ 
selves and their social scene. 

“The growers are diverse and it would be 
wrong to try and identify individual groups 
in the community.” 

Often criminal gangs will move into a prop¬ 
erty, bypass electricity meters, install light¬ 


ing equipment and irrigation systems, and 
then leave its day-to-day operation in the 
hands of a ‘gardener’. The gangs return every 
three or six months to harvest their yield. 

Sgt Chandler said this was a scenario his 
officers had come across. 

“It could cost £20,000 to set up one of these 
places, with all the irrigation systems, but 
the yields set up a big return. You might have 
four yields a year, which could produce 
£30,000 worth of cannabis at a time. 

“There is no real pattern as to where these 
places are. We have found them all across the 
county, some are in two-up, two-down ter¬ 
raced houses and some are in converted 
bams and warehouses.” 

Trashed 

Sgt Chandler, who is a member of the 
Association of Chief Police Officers’ dmgs 
working group, also dismissed reports that 
police authorities had been told not to target 
Vietnamese growers because of fears it could 
be perceived as racist. 

He continued: ‘We have certainly not been 
given any direction at all along those lines.” 

He said the force’s main weapon in tackling 
the trade in cannabis was education, not just 
for teenagers in schools but also landlords 
and neighbours. 

He added: “Neighbours need to know some 
of the signs, such as pungent smell, black bags 
over the windows, people calling at all hours of 
the night, powerful lights that stay on at night 
and large quantities of things like grow bags. 


“For landlords, they need to check on the 
property regularly. It’s in their interests 
because they might find that in six months 
their house has been completely trashed. 

“First and foremost we are protecting the 
public from these places, and we always act 
immediately to get them closed down. 

“There is a risk of fire because of the nature 
of the lighting equipment used and the last 
thing we would want is for a fire to start and 
to spread to other properties.”

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Hard shoulder 
plans for M20 

MOTORISTS could soon be allowed to drive 
on the hard shoulders of the M20 and M25. 

The move, which could happen in the next 
two years, follows a successfiil trial on the 
M42 in the West Midlands. 

The scheme, which will be considerably 
cheaper than motorway widening, is 
intended to ease congestion in the morning 
and afternoon rush hours, with signals 
above the hard shoulder showing a speed 
limit instead of a red cross at peak times. 
During the trial, traffic using the hard 
shoulder was restricted to 50mph. 

It follows the scrapping of the 
Government’s hugely unpopular road pric¬ 
ing plan that could have seen drivers 
charged up to £1.30 a mile on busy roads. 

The M20 and M25 are among six roads in 
the country being considered for the scheme, 
alongside the Ml, M4, M40 and M42. 

The South East Coast Ambulance Service 
criticised motorists using the hard shoulder 
during a traffic jam at the M20 Junction 10 
roundabout last month. 

Chartered stars

THE tide appears to be turning for 
a group of campaigners leading a 
people’s revolt against plans to 
regenerate a historical harbour, 

writes Jenna Pudelek. 

A battle is being fought between Whitstable 
residents and Canterbury City Council over 
proposals to redevelop the town’s 176-year-old 
South Quay. 

More than 17,000 people, in a town with an 
adult population of 23,000, have signed a peti¬ 
tion against the plans to transform the work¬ 
ing harbour with proposals put forward includ¬ 
ing a supermarket, a theme pub and a hotel. 

Peter Banbury, the chair of Whitstable 
Harbour Watch, which is opposing the plans 
with the slogan, Hands off our Harbour, said he 
was quietly confident the current proposals 
would be turned down. 

He said: “I don’t think the council will do 
anything like this in the same way again. It 
does not always work but when you’ve got 
tremendous support from people this is 
democracy in action.” 

Mr Banbury had some fighting words for 
planning bosses and councillors if they took 
the decision to go ahead with any of the three 
developers’ schemes. He said: “If they do, all of 
Whitstable will march on Canterbury.” 

The Harbour Board, which was set up by the 
council and oversees its management, mainte¬ 
nance and development, will consider the 


three proposals on November 5 but the council 
has final say. 

Cllr Michael Dixey, chairman of the board, 
said: “None of the proposals as they stand are 
fully acceptable and we have strong reserva¬ 
tions about them.” 

But Cllr Dixey said the harbour would have to 
be developed because it is currently not financial¬ 
ly viable. He said he was hopeful the strength of 
public opinion would give the board some teeth 
when it took its decision to the council. 

Cllr John Wratten, who is a Labour member 
of the council for the Harbour ward, has 
opposed proposals for the wholesale redevelop¬ 
ment of the South Quay since plans were first 
announced five years ago. 

Cllr Wratten, who also sits on the Harbour 
Board, wants all three proposals thrown out. 

Graham Cox, the chairman of the 


Whitstable Society, said one tragedy of the 
process has been the loss of the last wooden 
boat maker from the town. “A few years ago he 
tried to get a workshop but because of the 
scheme the council turned down his applica¬ 
tion - now he’s moved to Devon.” 

The society and the harbour watch organisa¬ 
tion want to see the South Quay regenerated 
over time with different developers and tenants 
spread over the different plots. They are also 
keen to have a focus on the town’s seafaring her¬ 
itage and the retention of the working harbour. 

A council spokesman said members would 
take the strength of feeling of residents 
against the proposals into account. 

He said: “The decision made at the Harbour 
Board will be made in full consultation with the 
council. They will speak with one voice. I hope 
there will be unanimity and we can move on.”

BLAMING badgers for spread¬ 
ing tuberculosis in cattle is part 
of a long-running game of “polit¬ 
ical football”, a top conservation¬ 
ist has argued. 

Sir David King, the Government’s chief 
scientific advisor, this week said culling 
badgers would reduce cases of bovine TB. 

But Peter Smith, the chief executive of the 
Wildwood Trust, a leading Kent conserva¬ 
tion charity, said modem farming methods 
and poor husbandry were to blame for 
increasing cases of the disease. 

Sir David’s recommendations also contra¬ 
dict a report published earlier this year by 
the Independent Scientific Group (ISG) that 
found a cull would be ineffective and costly 

Mr Smith described Sir David’s findings 
as pseudo-scientific mbbish. “It is a game of 
political football. This has been going on for 
about 30 years and every government has 
said it might consider a cull. It has nothing 
to do with badgers or TB - it is about eco¬ 
nomics and intensive beef rearing.” 

The ISG report found badgers did spread 
TB but that such extensive culling would be 
needed for it to be effective it would prove 
too costly. 

Sir David told Deffa on Monday a cull 
was the best option in areas where there 
were “high and persistent” incidences of the 
infection. 

The National Farmers Union (NFU) wel¬ 
comed the recommendations. A spokes¬ 
woman for the union in the South East said 
the cost to the taxpayer of research, testing, 
culling and compensation for farmers is 
£100 million annually. 

Mr Smith said the announcement was 
about the Government trying to placate the 
powerful NFU. 

Restrictions 

He said: “They are lobbying to get mas¬ 
sive subsidies for farmers who get TB [in 
their herds]. It is very sad because a few do 
lose their livelihoods. 

“If you run a business and something goes 
wrong you do not expect the Government to 
bail you out. 

“The Government has thrown a bone to 
the farming lobby to consider killing badg¬ 
ers to keep them happy.” 

Mr Smith, who has a degree in biochem¬ 
istry, said cattle are giving TB to badgers 
and there is no scientific evidence linking 
badgers to giving the disease to cattle. He 
said there are similar amounts of TB in 
badgers and cattle. 

He said rats, hedgehogs, deer and other 
wild animals also carry the disease. 

NFU spokeswoman Isobel Bretherton 
said TB outbreaks caused lots of movement 
restrictions for farmers. 

She said: “Farmers are very angry that 
the incidences of TB continue rising and 
they seem to be bearing the brunt of all the 
controls that go along with that. 

“This conclusion reached by the 
Government has not just been reached by 
that lobby.” 

It is not true that modern farming meth¬ 
ods were to blame for increasing cases of 
disease, the NFU claimed. 

Mr Smith said: “There is no reason for the

wholesale slaughter of our badger 
population. 

“If you want to reduce the dis¬ 
ease, reduce the number of cows 
per field and have more natural 
breeds that do not mature so 
quickly. But it all costs money.” 

He told how dairy and beef 
herds were “stressed”, making 
them more susceptible to TB. 

“There is so much pain and suf¬ 
fering, imagine having to breast 
feed for your whole life. Most 
herds are genetically inbred and 
under huge stress, making them 
more susceptible,” he added. 


The Wildwood Trust, which is 
based near Canterbury, aims to 
restore British land to its natural 
state. Mr Smith lectures at 
Oxford University on conserva¬ 
tion and the environment. 

The NFU said Kent was unlike¬ 
ly to be earmarked for a cull 
unless the amount of TB in cattle 
increases and that the hotspot for 
the disease in the South East is 
the Ouse and Cuckmere valley in 
East Sussex.

CHILDREN living with HIV and 
Aids at an African hospice have a 
new playground thanks to a two- 
year project run by a Kent pallia¬ 
tive care centre for youngsters. 

A team of 36 people from Sittingboume- 
based Demelza Hospice Care for Children, 
travelled to the Jon Hospice Day Care in 
Lusaka, Zambia. 

The group of Demelza volunteers put 
together the wooden playground, which was 
constructed in England, and painted a 
mural. Clothes, toys and bedding were also 
donated to the 40 children at the day centre. 

Sarah Marsh, the Zambian team leader, 
said the hospice helps children from the 
poorest communities in the capital Lusaka. 

She said: “The families are trying to deal 
with the consequences of the illness and are 
too poor to care for the children so they are 
very sick by the time they are found.” 

At the centre the children are given anti¬ 
retroviral drugs to control their HIV, better 
nutrition and a basic education. 

“It is trying to break a cycle that has seen 
communities devastated by HIV and Aids. 
There are prejudices attached to it despite 
the endemic problem they have,” she said. 

The children, who are usually orphans 
because their parents have died from Aids, 
are being cared for by distant relatives who 
are too poor to support all their children. 

They concentrate their limited resources 
on helping the ones that are well; it is like 


survival of the fittest, Mrs Marsh said. 

The hospice aims to help improve the chil¬ 
dren’s health through drugs so they can 
receive education and stand more chance of 
being supported by their families. 

Mrs Marsh said it was hard for people in 
the West to comprehend the situation. When 
the children received the clothes package 
brought by the volunteers, some of them had 
never had underwear before. One little girl 
was so unused to having a pair of shoes she 
took them off to walk home, Mrs Marsh said. 

Zambia is a polygamist society and male 
dominated, she said. Work is being done to try 
to education and empower women - urging 
them to tell their husbands to wear condoms. 

But Mrs Marsh said men threatened to 
leave the women who have no way of sup¬ 
porting themselves and their children. 

She added: “That was so shocking, the 
women who just have no choices, but that is 
the society and it is being slow to change.” 

Each volunteer had to raise more than 
£2,700 to go on the trip, which contributed to 
the final fundraising total of £110,000. The 
amount was split between paying for the trip 
and the playground with the remainder 
donated to Demelza. 

The charity offers end-of-life care, bereave¬ 
ment support and respite care to 450 termi¬ 
nally ill children and their families in Kent, 
East Sussex and south London. 

A second humanitarian venture to Goa is 
planned for next year where volunteers will 
work at an orphanage run by one of Mother 
Teresa’s sisters. Call Sarah Marsh for more 
information on 01435 866 853. 

Demelza is now twinned with the hospice 
so the charity can share its knowledge and 
experience in palliative care.

THE Queen was greeted by cheer¬ 
ing crowds, soldiers and tooting car 
horns when she arrived in Kent for 
her first official visit in two years. 

Her Majesty came to Gillingham on 
Thursday to inspect the Royal Engineers at 
Brompton Barracks, where she is the regi¬ 
ment’s Colonel-in-Chief. 

She arrived shortly before 11am in a 
Bentley flanked a police escort and she 
offered a warm smile to the waiting crowds 
as she was driven through the front gates. 

Inside, the monarch was presented with 
posies by a group of five young girls whose 
fathers had died, one of whom had been 
killed in action. 

Among the crowds was a group of staff 
from Leapfrog Nursery in Chatham. They 
had brought nine children, aged one and 
two, to wave to the Queen as she passed.

Man on gun and 
drugs charges 

A YOUNG man has been charged with 
drugs and firearms offences. 

Joseph Benjamin Ryan, 20, of Canberra

WHEN the hawks of war were 
planning the invasions of Iraq 
and Afghanistan they could 
have done a lot worse than 
look back half a century at the 
guerrilla war being fought in 
the jungles of Malaya. 

British forces were called into the for¬ 
mer colony to fight off the Chinese com¬ 
munist threat, while also winning the 
hearts and minds of the population. 

Last month, as the renamed Malaysia 
celebrated the 50th anniversary of its 
independence from colonial rule, the 
British troops who fought in the conflict 
were greeted as returning heroes as they 
paraded through the streets. 

One of those soldiers was Dennis 
Ward, 60, a tool maker from Hayes in 
Bromley, who first arrived in the country 
in 1956 at the age of just 18. 

“I spent most of the two years there 
patrolling the jungle, although because it 
was late in the war fighting was rare. 

“It was difficult getting about with 10 
days’ ration on your back as well as 
ammunition, trying to force your way 
through the jungle. To be honest we were 
more scared of being bitten by snakes. In 
early days the terrorists were ambush¬ 
ing people travelling on roads. 

“We also protected villages. We had 
camps surrounded by barbed wire to 
protect the locals and stop the Chinese 
getting in. 

Terrorists 

“It gets compared a lot to Vietnam, and 
sometimes to what is happening in Iraq, 
but the difference is that the British did 
it the right way. We protected the infra¬ 
structure first and then went out and 
dealt with the terrorists. 

“The people were always friendly with 
us and happy we were there, and there 
was no sympathy for the communists. 

“In Vietnam the Americans went in all 
guns blazing, and with napalm, and they 
went into Iraq in much the same way.” 

The conflict, which became known as 
the Malayan Emergency, lasted 12 years 
from 1948 to 1960. Independence from 
British rule was agreed in 1956 and for¬ 
mally declared a year later, although 
troops stayed until the end of the decade. 

Mr Ward returned to Malaysia for only 
the second time in 50 years last month, 
having visited on holiday a decade ago. 

He was one of 91 veterans and their 
families who were invited to the country 
for the annual Merdeka, which means 
independence, celebration. 

They were joined by veterans from 
Australia and New Zealand in a march 
through the capital city Kuala Lumpur. 

Mr Ward added: ‘We were introduced 
over the tannoy system as ‘war veterans 
that had returned home’, which brought 
a tear to many a dry eye. 

“The crowds were applauding and it felt 
wonderful. We were in awe of the Malay 
Chinese and Muslims coming together as 
one, and we were all impressed by the 
happy, colourful celebrations and the 
changes over the last 50 years.

“The country is modernising at a tremen¬ 
dous rate. Slums are being torn down and 
replaced with high-rise flats, and there is a 
monorail in the city. 

“The country had always been seen as part of 
the Third World, but it is changing quickly.” 

Mr Ward received a medal from the Malaysian 
government in 2005. The Pingat Jasa was 
awarded to all soldiers who served in the coun- 
tiy from 1956 onwards for their “distinguished 
chivalry, gallantry, sacrifice and loyalty”. 

Soldiers who fought before 1956 were given 
the British General Service Medal with a spe¬ 
cial Malaya/Bomeo clasp.

Road accidents are terrible whatever the age of 
those involved, but it’s a sobering fact that, in the 
last three years, nearly 500 young people (aged 
17 - 24) died or were seriously injured on the 
roads in Kent and Medway. 

Young drivers are vulnerable to peer pressure 
and risk-taking, which leads to them driving too 
quickly and over-estimating their driving ability. 
This means that they are more prone to killing or 
injuring themselves, their passengers and other 
road users. 

To highlight this issue, the Kent and Medway 
Safety Camera Partnership and Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service have re-launched their campaign 
‘Grow up. Slow down.’ 


Research has shown that young drivers think that the 
worst thing to happen if they drive too fast would be 
killing or injuring another person, particularly a child. 
The campaign aims to shock young drivers into 
realising how very real that scenario could be if they 
drive at inappropriate speeds.

Freedom Pass is a

The scheme is currently being trialled in 
Canterbury, Tunbridge Wells and Tonbridge, 
where it is a big hit with students aged 11-16. 
The Freedom Pass gives young people the 
means to travel on buses freely throughout 
the county for school and leisure activities. 
Giving them independence, instead of relying 
on others to transport them around, means 
less cars on the road, especially during peak 
times. If the pilot is deemed a success, then a 
decision on expanding the scheme to other 
areas will be announced in due course.

Avoiding roadworks 
has just become easier 

Roadworks are necessary to maintain the standards of Kent roads, but we 
all like to avoid them while driving if possible. 

That’s where eLGIN comes in. eLGIN stands for Electronic Local Government 
Information Network and it’s an award-winning national website dedicated 
to providing roadworks information to the public, using both text and maps. 

Kent Highway Services places a lot of emphasis on keeping Kent’s traffic 
moving, so it’s no surprise that we were one of the first local authorities 
in the South East to add our information to this site. 

The website shows you all the current and planned roadworks for participating 
areas. You can click on specific roadworks for more details, and even search 
by road name, number or locality. The filtering function means that it is also 
possible to select roadworks according to the expected impact on traffic flow. 

To make the system even more user-friendly, an email function allows 
you to sign up for alerts in an area around a specific postcode, or in an 
area of interest that you can select using the website’s maps. 

The system isn’t just beneficial 
for private users though - 
it helps our staff and utility 
companies to coordinate 
works and minimise 
disruption too. 

Further improvements are 
planned for eLGIN and it 
has been designed to 
display other location- 
related information of 
public interest in the 
future - for example 
salting routes.

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Deport more foreign 
prisoners, says MP

CANTERBURY Prison has 
been slowly filling with for¬ 
eign prisoners for the last 
year and now holds no 
British inmates at all. 

Its conversion into a foreign-only 
prison was not publicised by the 
Ministry of Justice or the Prison 
Service, but was revealed in a brief¬ 
ing by the Chief Inspector of Prisons, 
Anne Owers. 

The Ministry of Justice has con¬ 
firmed the decision was made around 
12 months ago, and that the prisoners 
with sentences of less than four years 
had been gradually moved in since. 

It is one of two jails in the country 
that are now exclusively reserved for 
foreign prisoners in the hope that it 
can speed up the deportation process. 
The other is Bullwood Hall in Essex. 

Kent on Sunday reported last 
December that a quarter of all 
inmates in the county’s prisons were 
foreign nationals - costing the tax¬ 
payer £33.1 million a year. 

At the time 90 per cent of 
Canterbury’s 270 prisoners were for¬ 
eign. 

Of Britain’s 81,000 prison popula-

tion, more than 11,000 are from over¬ 
seas. 

Ashford MP and Conservative 
immigration spokesman Damian 
Green said: “The Government has 
been keeping this quiet. 

“The reason is that one in seven 
prisoners in this country is now for¬ 
eign. The Government is failing to 
deport foreign prisoners fast enough 


at the end of their sentences and has decided it is easier to 
gather them up in one prison. 

“This is a symptom of our overcrowded prisons. We have to 
have much better agreements with other countries so that 
these people can be deported faster - most of these countries 
are in the European Union so we should have friendly enough 
relations with them to make these agreements. 

‘We also desperately need more prison places so that we are 
not releasing prisoners before their sentences are completed. 

“The Conservatives have proposed to build an extra 1,200 
places, most of which would be on existing prison land, and we 
believe some of the money could be 
saved by scrapping ID cards.” 

A Ministry of Justice spokesman 
said: “The decision to create foreign 
national prisons reflects our need to 
deport foreign national prisoners as 
quickly as possible. 

Deportation 

“Five Borders and Immigration 
Agency officials work in each prison 
to identify immigration issues and 
expedite deportation procedures.” 

Home Secretary Charles Clarke was 
sacked last year after it was revealed 
the Home Office had failed to process 
the cases of 1,000 foreign prisoners 
who could have faced deportation. 

Canterbury Prison was built in 
1808 and has been used as a govern¬ 
ment archive during World War One, 
as well as a naval detention centre.

Singer sorts out 
gig troublemaker

IAN Brown, who is regarded as 
one of the most influential British 
singers of the last two decades, 
interrupted his sell-out perform¬ 
ance at Folkestone this week to 
deal with a troublemaker in the 
audience. 

Brown, the former lead singer of the Stone 
Roses and now an internationally successful 
solo artist, stopped his band and called for the 
lights to be turned on at Leas Cliff Hall after 
he spotted a fight in the front rows. 

He singled out the person he thought 
responsible and asked him to leave, telling 
him: “Go and punch a wall outside.” 

The man, aged in his late 20s, was heckled 
by the audience and made his way out 
through the crowd. 

But half an hour later into the set, the man 
returned and Brown again stopped the show. 

The singer and the man exchanged words 
as the packed hall looked on. 

Brown then called for security to eject the 
man, to loud cheers from the crowd. 

Brown, 44, who recently won Q magazine’s 
Legend award, performed a 100-minute set, 
which included versions of Stone Roses’ classics 


I Wanna Be Adored and I Am The Resurrection 
plus hits from his decade-long solo career. 

His spokesman said: “The same thing hap¬ 
pened at Preston. That’s up on YouTube. He 
doesn’t like people who disrupt his shows for 
everybody else. 

“He has a message with his music and he 
wants people to be able to enjoy his shows.” 

The general manager at Leas Cliff Hall, 
Stephen Levine, confirmed that a man was 
escorted from the building by security staff. 

Mr Levine added: “The show went down 
well - there was a good audience reaction. Ian 
Brown is a unique performer who has his 
own style. 

“He’s really had a big influence on British 
music - probably beyond his fame.” 

The Stone Roses, who rose to prominence in 
Manchester in the late 1980s, imploded after 
a massively successful first album which reg¬ 
ularly tops polls as being one of the finest 
British albums of all times. 

Andy Rourke, from seminal Manchester 
band The Smiths, joined Brown on stage for 
part of the Folkestone show. 

This week, Brown announced plans for a 
series of shows at UK prisons. He reportedly 
has permission to perform at three or four 
jails. 

He served four months inside in 1998 for an 
air-rage incident.

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Helping couples 
to avoid a Macca

THE ongoing divorce of Sir Paul 
McCartney and Heather Mills 
shows just how messy and painful 
such proceedings can be for feuding 
or heartbroken couples. 

While not every divorce involves a former 
Beatle with an estimated £850 million in the 
bank, the average case still takes a year to 
make it through the courts and can be full of 
recrimination, spite and anguish. 

For the couples involved, it can be one of the 
hardest and most upsetting years of their 
lives. 

That is why a group of solicitors in east Kent 
is pioneering a system called collaborative law, 
in which couples and solicitors meet around a 
table to hammer out financial and custodial 
agreements rather than going through the 
courts. 

It is a process that Canterbury solicitor 
Daniel Bennett claims could not only speed up 
divorce settlements, but is also easier on the 
children, cheaper and more amicable for the 
couples involved. 

He said: “Divorce proceedings can be like 
trench warfare, with both parties in their 
trenches throwing bombs at each other. 

“This process takes all the aggression out, it 
offers a constructive way for couples to create

a new relationship with each other. 

“In conventional litigation the feelings of the 
children and the parents’ relationship with 
each other are not taken into account, and it 
can often end bitterly with parents hating 
each other. 

‘With collaborative law the partners enter 
into an agreement not to go to a court settle¬ 
ment. It is far more rewarding to help the 
client to see the answer for themselves - they 
show much more commitment to the end 
result.” 


Collaborative law has been practised in the 
United States and Canada for the last 15 
years, but it was only in 2004 that the training 
became available for lawyers in the UK. 

As well as the solicitors, other specialists can 
be brought in to help resolve particular issues, 
such as accountants, financial advisors and 
counsellors. 

Mr Bennett continued: “It also means the 
lawyers can let their guard down to a degree 
because it is about finding a resolution rather 
than winning or losing. 

“When a case goes to court it can take 
months, and sometimes even years, for a reso¬ 
lution. The average length of time in the UK is 
12 months. 

‘With collaborative law the process is often 
much quicker. It is possible that it can go on for 
months, but cases can be resolved in just a few 
meetings, which is obviously cheaper for the 
clients. 

“This can be a disadvantage for lawyers as 
there are some dyed-in-the-wool litigators who 
always want to go through the courts, but if 
you subscribe to a code of practice to deal with 
your clients in a particular way then money 
isn’t the issue. 

“As a practitioner myself it gives me a great 
deal of job satisfaction.” 

More than 50 senior judges, lawyers and 
other professionals are expected to attend the 
launch of East Kent Collaborative Law at 
Canterbury’s Hall Place Enterprise Centre on 
Tuesday. 


Sad tribute to 
fatal crash man 

A WIFE has paid tribute to her husband 
who was killed by his drunk-driving friend. 

Gary Field, 48, was a passenger in a car 
driven by Keith Hoadley who had been 
drinking, an inquest heard. 

The coroner ruled that Mr Field had been 
unlawfully killed in the crash on June 25, 
which also killed Mr Hoadley, 45. 

Mr Field, from Chart Sutton, died in the 
incident on the A274 near Langley, just out¬ 
side Maidstone. 

He was the front seat passenger in the 
Mitsubishi. Two rear passengers suffered 
minor injuries. 

His wife Wendy said: “I have been dreading 
this day for so long, but at least now we know 
the truth about the accident, perhaps we can 
start to think about rebuilding our lives. 

“Although, I do not want to think about my 
life without Gary, it’s so unbearable without 
him. He was my husband, my best friend 
and my rock. He was my whole world for 30 
years and I love and miss him so much, and 
will everyday of my life. So now that tins is 
all over with, I just hope and pray he will rest 
in peace, he so deserves that.” 

No other vehicle was involved and police 
are treating the incident as closed.

our brave servicemen 


THE Royal British Legion 
launched its national 
Poppy Appeal this week, 
with the assistance of 
those who benefit most 
from the legion’s work — 
our war veterans and 
their families. 

Joining the Poppy Appeal’s 
Poppy Man in London was 22- 
year-old Lance Corporal Craig 
‘Freddie’ Lundberg, who was 
blinded by a rocket-propelled 
grenade attack, and Tina 
Thompson, with her two-year-old 
son Aidan, whose husband died 
while serving in Cyprus. 

The Kent Poppy Appeal launch 
took place in the County Hall, 
hosted by the chairman of Kent 
County Council, Leyland Ridings. 

In this, the 25th anniversary of 
the Falklands war, it was 
particularly poignant to have 
three local veterans of the conflict 
in attendance. 

Steve Anstee, Keith Broome and 
Steve Tuffen joined widow 
Margarete Finch, who lost her 
husband in World War Two. 

When the legion first came into 
contact with one of these 
veterans, Steve Anstee, he was 
living rough and using his Army 
skills to survive. 

He suffered from post-traumatic 
stress disorder and accompanying 
nightmares and flashbacks, 
arthritis, residual trench foot, a 
back injury and 60 per cent loss of 
sensory hearing. 

Stephen lives in the Royal 


British Legion Village in 
Aylesford. He is now youth co¬ 
ordinator at Maidstone Canoe 
Club and teaches canoeing and 
kayaking in a voluntary capacity 
to disadvantaged children and 
prisoners. 

Stephen said it felt like “no-one 
wants you” and had found it hard 
to hold down a job and his 
marriage broke down. 

We owe veterans like Steve a 
debt of gratitude. 

However, with British service 
people on active duty in 
Afghanistan and Iraq and in 
many other parts of the world, the 
legion’s role of safeguarding the 
welfare and interests of serving 
and ex-service people will be 
needed for many years to come. 

A large proportion of these 
serving soldiers are under 30, and 
we need to turn our attention to 
the needs of a younger generation 
of veterans, like Craig Lundberg. 

This need is exemplified by 
a 30 per cent increase in people 
under 35 approaching the Legion 
for help. 

This year we are making a 
special plea to the nation to not 
to forget our service people, past 
and present. Our soldiers fight 
with bravery and commitment in 


the service of our nation and in 
exchange the nation makes a tacit 
agreement to support these 
soldiers in their return to civic 
life. 

We believe that despite moves 
in the right direction, there 
should be a greater commitment 
to support adequate physical and 
mental healthcare and a just 
compensation system, which 
recognises the dedication of 
service people, and sacrifices 
made when serving the nation. 

We also call for more support for 
the families of those who don’t 
return. 

It is time to honour the covenant. 

The Poppy Appeal raised vital 
funds to support us in our efforts 
to achieve these ends.

Your correspondent Richard Avery 
last week acknowledged that a 
failing of a selective secondary 
education system is that it leaves 
other schools poorly performing. 

The fact that some grammar 
schools may appear highly placed 
in league tables will cut no ice with 
all the parents who have to send 
their sons and daughters to the 
poorly performing schools which 
characterise education in Kent. 

The county of Kent is in the top 
third of the least socially deprived 
areas in England. Of course the 


county should be above the national 
average in educational outcome at 
GCSE, and by more than one per 
cent. The reality is that the great 
majority of Kent secondary school 
children go to schools that are 
below, and indeed mostly well 
below, the national average. 

In the 2006 tables of GCSE 
attainment including English and 
mathematics there are only four 
Kent non-selective schools which 
exceed the national average, one is 
a girls school in Tonbridge and the 
other three are Catholic 
comprehensive schools. 

That means two-thirds of Kent 
schools are performing much worse 
than the national average, a 
disgrace for a county which is well 


above the national average in social 
and economic circumstances. The 
existence of selective grammar 
schools has a dire impact on the 
remaining schools and it is in the 
remaining schools that most of our 
children have their secondary 
education. Presumably Mr Avery 
thinks that is good enough for them. 

I suspect many people might 
believe that the poorly performing 
secondary modem schools to be 
found in every town in Kent are 
‘comprehensive’ schools. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

Kent could have a future where 
every school is a good local 
comprehensive school if only it 
could shake off its tenacious grip to 
the discredited 11-plus. 


What a joy that would be!

‘Some people 
are bom to 
be politicians’ 


Even after 51 years as an MP, Tony Benn 
is not content with growing old gracefully

HEN Tony Benn 
stepped down from 
Parliament after more 
than 50 years in 2001, 
he was reminded by 
a quip from his late wife Caroline 
that he would have “more time 
for politics”. 

She may well have been right - his later 
years have clearly not quelled his political 
appetite, but it turns out the veteran socialist 
and former cabinet member also has more 
time for something else - literary festivals. 

“I absolutely love them,” the 82-year-old 
explained with an enthusiasm of a man whose 
lust for life has not dwindled a jot. 

“I couldn’t even tell you how many I’ve been 
to - Edinburgh, Hay-on-Wye, Cheltenham. I 
love the discussion, and I’ve met so many nice

and bright people. I get invited whenever I 
release a book and as long as I have the time I 
will always come along. I’ve been to so many 
now I can’t remember them all.” 

His latest tome, Tony Benn: More Time for 
Politics, is a diary of his life since standing 
down as an MP. Like many retirees, Mr Benn 
has spent much of his time travelling to 
farflung places, although a trip to Baghdad on 
the eve of war in 2003 may not be the destina¬ 
tion of choice for many pensioners. 

The first president of the Stop the War 
Coalition, he was granted an audience with 
Saddam Hussein for a televised interview in 
February 2003. 

“He said he didn’t have any weapons of mass 
destruction. I asked him flat out and he said 
no. I didn’t know whether to believe him, but it 
turns out he was right. 

“The man was a brutal dictator, but obvious-

ly he was friendly with me.” 

The encounter was his second with the late 
Iraqi leader, the first taking place on the eve of 
the first Gulf War in 1990. 

Despite his lack of success in preventing the 
two wars, it has not diminished his efforts to 


spread the pacifist cause. Indeed, he has spo¬ 
ken at more than 1,000 meetings since leaving 
Westminster. 

“I spoke in March 2003, at the Stop the War 
rally when two million people turned up, 
which might have been my biggest audience. I 
went to New York and I spoke against the war, 
and in Cairo. 

‘When I stood down from Parliament in 
2001, I wanted a bit more time so I wouldn’t 
have to turn up in Westminster every day. I

served 51 years and my sentence was com¬ 
muted. But I didn’t want to sit still.” 

As the clamour for an autumn election took 
hold in late September, Mr Benn found him¬ 
self pondering a reluctant return to 
Westminster. He offered to stand as the 
Labour Party candidate for his home con¬ 
stituency of Kensington when it appeared a 
snap election may be called, but is glad that 
the outcome has now been avoided. 

One Benn who is eagerly awaiting the elec¬ 
tion, however, is granddaughter Emily, who 
has been selected to fight for a West Sussex 
seat at the age of 18. 

The schoolgirl, who is studying for A-Levels 
at St Olave’s Grammar School in Orpington, 
will be the latest in a long line of Benns to 
stand for office, dating back to Tony’s grandfa¬ 
ther and including his son Hilary, the current 
environment secretary. 

“She is young, but I don’t think youth should 
be a factor in politics. I was 10 when I first 
campaigned in an election in 1935. 

“Some people are born to be footballers and 
some are born to be politicians. 

“I believe the voting age should be lowered to 
16, if you are old enough to get married and 
join the Armed Services you should be old 
enough to vote.”

New novel 
a reflection 
of my life? 
No, no, no

POLITICIANS, journalists and the 
pressure on families in the public eye all 
play a major part in Sandra Howard’s 
new book, but do not for a second 
suggest it may be autobiographical. 

“No, no, no. I can assure you it is 
entirely fictional,” the wife of former 
Conservative Party leader Michael 
Howard insisted. “I do know the 
intensity of the pressure of the media 
spotlight and the fact that politicians 
and journalists have a love-hate 
relationship, which obviously informed 
my writing, but it is not about my life.” 

The 67-year-old former model turned 
writer has just completed her second 
novel, entitled Ursula’s Story, a sequel 
to her first tale of love and political 
intrigue, Glass Houses. 

It tells the story of jilted wife Ursula, 
whose marriage broke down when her 
husband, the editor of a national news¬ 
paper, had an affair with a high-flying 
female politician in the first book. 

It finds her facing up to the prospect 
of her husband remarrying, leaving her 
to bring up the kids in the full glare of 
the media. 

“I really liked writing about Ursula 
because she was a blank canvas after 
the first novel,” she said. 

“I wanted to write about the people 
who get left behind in the world of high 
politics. Ursula starts out pretty fed up, 
her children are very excited about 
going to their father’s wedding and she 
has to cope with what their life is going 
to be like now. 

“She is also keen on someone, who is a 
bookseller, but there is an air of mystery 
around him. Halfway through her 
younger daughter goes missing and there 
is an awful lot of tension, especially as 
her new man quickly becomes a suspect.” 

Despite the major theme of a family 
trying to cope in the glare of the 
media spotlight, she is keen to stress 
she is not trying to make a point about 
press intrusion. 

“It is not a political book. Quite a lot of 
people think there should be a privacy 
law, but I feel very strongly that there 
shouldn’t. It is a very slippery slope if 
you try and gag the press.” 

Since writing Glass Houses, Mrs 
Howard has appeared at a number of lit¬ 
erary festivals around the country, but it 
is Folkestone that she holds 
dearest - even if it is the 
one she finds the most 
nerve-wracking. 

“It is also unlike any¬ 
where for me because \ 
when I appeared at 
last year’s festival I 
recognised about two- 
thirds of the audience, 
she added.

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John Humphrys tackles the issue of spiritualism

I N HIS role presenting the 
Today programme for BBC 
Radio Four, John Humphrys 
has tackled the biggest 
political issues affecting 
the country, but for his new book 
he turned his attention to 
even bigger question. 

Entitled In God We Doubt: 
Confessions of a Failed Atheist, the 
book explains the former foreign 
correspondent’s own spiritual jour¬ 
ney, and includes conversations he 
had with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and senior leaders of 
Jewish and Muslim faiths. 

Mr Humphrys said: “I was one of 
many people who got christened 
and confirmed as a kid and grew 
up as a Christian, but I found as I got older 
that I couldn’t go along with the notion of a 
merciful God. 

“As a journalist and foreign correspon¬ 
dent I saw evidence of no such thing. I 
guess that’s what turned me against it.” 

As the title suggests, he now describes

himself as a “failed atheist” and was quick 
to criticise Richard Dawkins, author of anti- 
religious bestseller The God Delusion. 

‘What Dawkins says is that God doesn’t 
exist, but the point of faith is that if you 
could prove it, it would not be faith. 

“For militant atheists like Dawkins, 
particularly given their great scholarship

their own experiences of God. 

“Believers are believers and atheists are 
atheists. What there are a lot of are people 
like me who are somewhere in between, who 
don’t believe in God, or at least not the 
monotheistic God that Christianity, Judaism 
or Islam recognise. These are the people I’m 
addressing in my book.” 

The book came about after the success of 
his Radio Four series Humphrys in Search 
of God, which the author claimed 
provoked the biggest audience 
response of any of his reports in 
his 40-year career in journalism. 

“It was that response that sug¬ 
gested to me that I should write 
the book,” he admitted. 

“There are no answers in it, and 
I have to say my own views on reli¬ 
gion have not changed. But what it 
offers is a look at why people have 
the beliefs that they have.”

He suffered ill health, including 
epilepsy, asthma and bronchitis, 
which meant he travelled extensive¬ 
ly around Europe and Asia to escape 
the cold British winters. 

A talented artist, he recorded the 
different landscapes he found along 
the way. 

Mr Parsons said: “He had a facility 
to write beautiful nonsense which 
sidelined his art but which children 
and adults loved. Also he wanted to 
do it for fun and to escape the rigors 


of his own problems.” 

Like many people, Mr Parsons 
remembers Lear’s works from child¬ 
hood, telling how his father used to 
take time out from his busy job as a 
GP to read the nonsense and even 
create some similar poems. 

Lear’s poems are said to be charac¬ 
terised by his irreverent view of the 
world but, as Mr Parsons’ perform¬ 
ance demonstrates, the humour and 
mocking of his words reveals much 
about the poet and his desire to 
escape the uptight orderliness of 
Victorian society. 

Mr Parsons said: “He had a diffi¬ 
cult childhood and worked incredi¬ 
bly hard from a young age. 

“He had amazing industry shown 
by the number of paintings and jour¬ 
nals his produced. 


“While researching him I discov¬ 
ered what an amazing life he had 
and how his nonsense was very 
much a part of him. What I love is 
the sense behind the nonsense.” 

Lear’s whimsical nonsense cele¬ 
brates the sounds of words, 
both real and from the poet’s lively 
imagination. 

The renowned Lear neologism 
“runcible spoon” from the last verse 
of The Owl and the Pussycat can 
now be found in many English dic¬ 
tionaries.

Weekend highlights environmental issue

I T IS not every day you get to 
interrupt the childhood of 
Henry VIII, but when Kent 
on Sunday called eminent 
historian David Starkey that 
is exactly what happened. 

“Fm terribly sorry, you’ve caught me in the 
middle of writing,” Mr Starkey explained in 
the hurried and excitable tone that will be 
familiar to viewers of his TV shows. 

“It’s a biography of Henry VIIL Don’t worry, 
you haven’t interrupted his birth, just his early 
childhood.” 

David Starkey rose to popular prominence 
through his histories of the kings and queens 
of Tudor Britain, followed by the hit Channel 
Four series Monarchy which made him the 
best-paid historian in the country 
His latest book, the paperback version of 
Monarchy: England and Her Rulers from the 
Tudors to the Windsors, was originally pub¬ 
lished in hardback last year, but now has an 
extra chapter bringing it firmly up to the pres¬ 
ent day. 

Putting the monarchy in a modern context is 
clearly a subject that Mr Starkey gets excited 
about, not least when there is a whiff of revo¬ 
lution in the air. 

“I don’t think there’s much of a threat now, 
but there was in 1997,” he explains enthusias¬ 
tically. “If the Blair project had worked, if, as it 
were, the brave new world had actually hap¬ 
pened, then we’d have a kind of post-monarchy 
Blair presidential figure. 

“No one thinks, apart from Gordon Brown 
himself, that he can do it. I think the monar¬ 
chy is pretty safe for the immediate future.”

Safe for now perhaps, but Mr Starkey insists 
that if it is to survive in the coming years it 
must change as it did nearly a century ago. 

“The thing with the monarchy at the start of 
the 20th century is that it changed all the 
rules and behaves in a completely different 
way. It is almost as if there was a revolution. 

“Before 1917 it was German names and 
marriage to Germans, but they saw the revo¬ 
lution in Russia and World War One. 

“They then presented themselves as a 
monarchy that is suitable for democracy, more 
populist and more suitable for the God-fearing 
middle class. 

“The monarchy needs to change itself again, 
but in some ways I think Prince Charles is 
pointing in the right direction. It can’t just 
remain silent as it has under the Queen. 

‘What Prince Charles is trying to do is create 
a monarchy that will intervene and speak out 
openly on issues that are non-political, such as 
on the conservation and preservation of the 
countryside and old buildings. 

‘We need a more activist monarchy, and per¬ 
haps what would be best would be a relatively 
short reign by King Charles followed by 
William settling things down.”

NOBEL prize winner A1 Gore’s controver¬ 
sial documentary An Inconvenient Truth 
is the highlight of a weekend dedicated 
to all things environmental at this year’s 
festival.

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Children s novelist 
borrows inspiration

Guardian theatre critic turns her 
hand to a spot of storytelling

L YN Gardner knows her plays. As a 
theatre critic she travels around 
the country soaking up the best 
and the worst offerings from con¬ 
temporary playwrights to Jacobean 
revenge tragedies. 

Such immersion in a huge range of drama has left her 
mind teeming with different plots, characters and literary 
techniques throughout the ages and across continents. 

It is therefore perhaps not surprising her first foray into 
children’s books, Into the Woods is a mishmash of other 
writers borrowing from the Grimms, Lewis Carol, alluding 
to Shrek and even Touching The Void. 

The book is for eight to 12-year-olds 
and tells the story of three sisters 
Aurora, Storm and Anything Eden 
who after their mother dies in 
childbirth are left alone to battle 
against the evil Dr De Wilde and his 
pack of wolves. 

“One of the things that will make it 
a pleasure for children is they will 
recognise the stories,” she said. 

“It is also a book that in many ways 
was written in the hope it would be 
read out loud. I wrote it while on hol¬ 
iday with my own children and they 
listened to a chapter everyday,” Mrs 
Gardner said. 

She chose to write a children’s book 
because of her daughters, who are 
aged 12 and 16, and said the fairytale 
genre gave structure to the story. 

Using pastiche and intertextuality, 
techniques found in a variety of postmodern literature, film 
and television, she calls it a “magpie book”. 

Travelling round the country seeing such a vast variety 
of plays for her job as The Guardian’s theatre critic, she cer¬ 
tainly had a lot of material to draw from. 

“It is just a fun romp and it is particularly about four chil¬ 
dren who have to do something for themselves. That came 
from the fact children are so cosseted and stopped from 


doing anything with a hint of danger and I wanted to write 
a book about real adventure,” she said. 

The children are almost orphans as their grief-stricken 
father turns into a recluse after the death of their mother, 
telling them to call the baby ‘anything 5 . 

A boy called Kit sets off on a quest to get his hands on 
Storm’s magic pipe, which the sisters must protect. 

It is a sort of Enid Blyton adventure retold for the Harry 
Potter generation with mouth-watering descriptions of 
food to match Roald Dahl’s James and the Giant Peach. 

Mrs Gardner also explores the often-fractious relation¬ 
ship between the two older sisters, who have completely 
different personalities and are thrust together forced to get 
on to save the day. 

At the Folkestone Literary Festival 
the extracts from the new book will be 
read aloud to schoolchildren. 

The author, who lives in Richmond, 
said children should be taught about 
the enjoyment that can be gained from 
reading at a young age - teaching them 
how to use their imagination away from 
the constant presence of the television. 

She said: “That is one of the things I 
feel very strongly about. 

“Literacy strategy teaches children 
to decipher sequences of words, but 
seldom allows room for really learning 
to love books. 

“I don’t think you can blame parents 
because mothers often have many 
demands on their time, but it’s [read¬ 
ing to children] a great pleasure. It is 
something you can share particularly 
in modem family life. Families don’t even eat together. 

“If you can take that time, even 20 minutes a night, 
sitting and reading that is something you can do together,” 
she added.

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Monty Python star reveals his medieval musings

T ERRY Jones comes to 
Folkestone as an his¬ 
torian rather than a 
comic, but his Monty 
Python days and his 
musings on all things medieval 
are tightly entwined. 

The man who made his name dressing 
up as little old ladies and the bowler-hat 
wearing ‘man in the street’ discovered his 
love for the period whilst recording 
Monty Python’s Flying Circus in the 
early 1970s, and it proved to be a fascina¬ 
tion that started a whole new career. 

“What happened was that when we 
were shooting the TV shows I was actual-

ly moonlighting in the British Library,” 
he explained. 

“I was interested in bits of Chaucer, 
especially the description of the knight in 
The Knight’s Tale. I thought he was quite 
boring, but I couldn’t really understand 
why as Chaucer’s characters aren’t usual¬ 
ly dull at all. 

“When you look at all the campaigns he 
is supposed to have fought, they are all 
real campaigns, and you realise that far

from being these noble people, knights 
were actually mercenaries. 

“When we did the Holy Grail we made 
enough money to not have to work for a 
year, so I took a year off in 1980 to write 
about Chaucer’s Knight. My book created 
quite a furore in the academic world 
when it came out. 

“Now I’ve got academics saying it’s 
one of the most important books on the 
subject.” 

By researching the knight’s various 
battles, Mr Jones found himself re-evalu- 
ating a whole period of British history. 

He is coming to Folkestone to talk 
about the life of Richard II, the much 
maligned 14th century monarch whom 
Jones thinks is long overdue a re-apprais- 
al for his role in British history. 

“Instead of Shakespeare’s version of 
him as ineffectual, weak and a tyrant, 
I’m saying it’s quite the reverse,” he said, 
with an air of authority that seems a 
million miles from his Monty Python 
persona. 

“He was a very revered and very strong 
king. It was Henry IV who deposed him 
that painted this propaganda image. 

“He was effectively the victim of a par¬ 
ticularly vicious spin campaign which 
has lasted about 600 years.” 

They say that history repeats itself, and 
it was through digging around in dusty 
medieval volumes that Mr Jones began to 
draw several uncomfortable comparisons 
with the modern era. 

“In the 1360s we had been fighting with 
France for 20 years with an army full of 
mercenaries. 

“The king tried to sign a peace treaty, 
but they wouldn’t stop and he couldn’t 
control them. 

“They formed into three companies and 
went round Europe destroying, killing 
and looting, and it got completely out 
of hand. 

“It was a total disaster for people in the 
14th century and it is exactly what’s hap¬ 
pening now. 

“The military industrial complex is cre¬ 
ating wars, that’s why we’re in Iraq. It is 


the people who are making money out of 
war that are pushing them. 

“Unfortunately, I don’t know much 
about the 15th century, so I can’t really 
say how it resolves itself. It don’t suppose 
it bodes particularly well.” 

Mr Jones also said there were compar¬ 
isons to be drawn between Henry IV, the 
man responsible for muddying the name 
of Richard II, and George W Bush. 

“In order to ensure his position he 
declares war on heresy, which is exactly

like the war on terror. 

“It was to keep people in a constant 
state of fear.” 

Mr Jones missed last year’s festival 
after being diagnosed with bowel cancer, 
but after an operation and a few bouts of 
chemotherapy he insisted he was “more 
or less recovered”. 

He added: “I feel fine though and I’m 
looking forward to this year’s festival, 
especially after missing out last year.”

Mazda2 


FOR far too long, superminis had 
been coalescing into boxes shrunk- 
fit around a default requirement 
to seat four adults behind an 
engine. 

Mazda became one of the worst culprits with 
the first Mazda2; mostly it was a great car, but 
far too functional and boxy for a brand aiming 
to live up to its new ‘Zoom Zoom’ image. 

Besides, times were changing; the BMW 
MINI had set a stylish if expensive precedent 
and the new Fiat 500 arrives soon. 

Renault fancies its chances too with the 
newly-launched small-yet-premium-rate 
Twingo... errr, yeah. 

Mazda has the measure of the market this 
time though, both in style and customer 
power; the second generation Mazda2 looks 
more like a small coupe and has the ‘Zoom 
Zoom’ driving feel about it, while shouting all 
the latest environmental buzz words: lighter 
weight, low emissions and economy. 

If the original Mazda2 appealed to a more 
‘senior’ market, the new car has youth and 
vigour written all over it. 

So I wouldn’t argue with Mazda predictions 
that it will sell three times more new genera¬ 
tion ‘2s’ as it did the old model. 

The sporty looks are matched by a spirited 
drive. 

I particularly liked the £9,995 mid-range 
85bhp 1.3-litre TS2 version, but did not get to 
drive the £8,499 1.3TS entry model featuring 
the same engine set to develop 74bhp. The 
higher output 1.3 revs well and encourages 
use of the crisp gear change.

Ultimate power for the moment though 
comes from the £11,799 102bhp 1.5 Sport flag¬ 
ship, but I doubt whether it actually delivers 


more fun from the chassis. 

Both 1.3 units return 52.3mpg on the official 
combined cycle and generate a modest 


129g/km of C02; the 1.5-litre’s figures are 
47.9mpg and 140g/km respectively. 

A 67bhp 1.4-litre diesel arrives before year 
end, but you wouldn’t bet against a hot hatch 
‘halo’ model in the future, especially once a 
three-door version joins the range - if you 
think the five-door is racy, then the three-door 
should be a real looker. 

Mazda2 standard kit includes electric front 
windows, driver seat height adjustment, MP3 
compatible CD radio with aux jack and electric 
door mirrors. 

But it is probably better to trade up to the 
‘top value’ TS2 to get 15-inch alloys, side and 
curtain airbags, electric folding door mirrors, 
four-speaker sound system, steering wheel- 
mounted audio controls, leather steering 
wheel and gear knob and air con. 

The car rides well for a car that also copes 
well with challenging roads and that is, no 
doubt, partly due to a relatively long wheel¬ 
base that has inspired a roomy cabin, which is 
also airy thanks to the low window line. The 
dashboard is stylish and well-arranged too if 
rather plasticky. 

Extra interior space may also have been 
bought at the expense of the boot; 250 litres is 
a little behind the 285-ish benchmark set by 
three top-selling rivals, the Ford Fiesta, 
Vauxhall Corsa and Renault Clio.

ClioRenaultsport 


RENAULT has ‘previous’ when it 
comes to stunning supermini hot 
hatches. 

Starting with the Renault 5 GT Turbo and 
carrying on through the Clio dynasty, the 
French marque has spun a sporting halo 
around some of its most junior models. 

The ploy has helped ensure that a butch 
‘boy’s toy 5 image balances the French chic that 
attracts the girls to more junior versions. 

The latest hot hatch standard bearer is the 
Clio Renaultsport 197 and its ultimate incar¬ 
nation, the limited edition FI Team R27, cele¬ 
brating Renault Formula 1 championships in 
2005-06. 

Just 500 of these head turners are being pro¬ 
duced - each featuring a uniquely numbered 
plaque between sculpted bespoke Recaro front 
seats. 

With ‘Liquid Yellow’ paintwork that makes 
the car appear to be dripping with honey and 
also featuring Renault FI decals on all sides 
and the roof, it is hard to miss. 

Never mind the big 17-inch anthracite colour 
alloys, front wing vents, red Brembo brake cal¬ 
lipers, muscular wide stance and Fl-honed

rear diffuser all designed to attract attention. 

Renault has thrown the hot hatchback book 
at this ‘curry comet’ so much, you wonder why 
it stopped short of a rear spoiler and big 
chrome exhaust snouts. 

But maybe even Renault realised that this 
might be overstatement, especially when the 
FI walks the talk so emphatically. 

With two-litres and 197bhp (0-62mph in 6.9 
seconds) on tap it not only puts the power 
down, but handles it in style. It is a motoring 
cliche to say it corners on rails, but so what... 
it does, thanks to the lowered and stiffened 
‘Cup Chassis’ now available as an option on 
the standard Renaultsport 197. 

Even more amazing is that this impressive 
chassis does not have the obvious downside of 
a teeth-jarring ride. 

The car’s close-ratio six-speed ‘box could be 
better for a hot hatch that sets the bar this 


high, but is slick enough for spirited driving, 
accompanied by a great soundtrack as you 
flick up and down; track-day fans will love the 
fact that electronic stability control can be 
switched off for ultimate fun and games. 

It might feel a bit wearing on the motorway 
home though; the close-set gearing means that 
top doesn’t free you from the throaty grumble 
of that engine. 

For a car costing over 17 grand, there is still 
evidence of links with cheaper versions of the 
Clio, even though the fit and finish of the cur¬ 
rent range is superior to the past and also 
brings roominess and practicality. 

On the other hand you do get those Recaro 
seats, plus alloy pedals and chunky leather- 
clad wheel. 

No, Renault won’t struggle to sell 500 FIs, 
but how many of these race-bred cars will go 
to buyers who prefer to show rather than go?

THIS week I was alarmed to read 
that an International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) warning that said 
Britain was on the verge of a hous¬ 
ing market crash and I am sure you 
have seen articles in the press and 
on the television saying the same 
thing. 

According to the IMF, house prices in the UK 
are overvalued by 40 per cent, which is even 
more inflated than in the United States, which 
is experiencing its worst housing slump since 
the Great Depression of the 1930s. 

As prices become increasingly less affordable 
and credit becomes more expensive, we are at 
risk, says the IMF, of a severe housing down¬ 
turn. 

But interestingly the article also contained 
details on how accurate the IMF tends to be. 

Its track record over events of the past 20 
years suggests that not all their predictions 
come to pass. 



The article reminds us that the IMF misread 
and then engineered the 1997 Asian financial 
crisis by encouraging easy debt which quickly 
turned sour. 

In Russia, after the ‘fall’ of communism, it 
believed that a fair, market economy would 
emerge faultlessly. Instead the IMF’s money 
was squandered and state assets plundered 
beyond belief. 

The IMF also predicted that surging global 
growth would continue through the turn of this 


new millennium, but actually the world entered 
the first international slowdown since the oil 
crisis of 1974. 

It is true that houses are overvalued, but by 
how much is arguable. It is true that mortgage 
companies are rationing their lending, and 
frighteningly people are using credit cards to 
pay mortgage payments, so there must surely be 
far more repossessions looming. 

All this would be depressing and the IMF 
warning would 
seem inevitable 
apart from one 
thing. 

Demand is still 
outstripping supply 
for housing in the 
UK, so although the 
financially vunera- 
ble may not be able 
to retain their grip 
on the housing lad¬ 
der, there may not 
be the sudden and 
huge drop that is 
predicted.

Staff had to battle against some of 
the best riders in the world to secure 
victory, passing fellow Brit Jason 
Kenny with less than a lap to go. 

Staff said: “It was a good night and the 
keirin event followed after the sprint in 
an evening packed full of races. 

“After disappointment in the sprint 
I wanted to make up for it. It wasn’t 
easy as there were a couple of good 
riders in the competition. 

Arch-rival 

“I was surprised to win because with 
this sport you never quite know 
whether riders are creeping up on 
you at the finish line.” 

The Ashford-born cyclist also faced 
arch-rival Michael Blatchford in the 
keirin event for the first time since he 
threw his helmet at the American 
rider during a spat at the World Cup 
in Los Angeles last year. 

There were no repeats in Manchester 
though, and Staff said he has put the 
incident firmly behind him. 

He said: “He didn’t try to do 
anything, so it was alright. We are 
both okay now and have had a chat 
about the LA meeting.” 

Staff is in action again at the next 
Revolution event on November 17.

KENT teams are preparing for 
a surge in interest when 
American football history is 
made today as the Miami 
Dolphins take on the New York 
Giants at Wembley Stadium. 

It will be the first regular season game 
staged outside North America and is to be 
played in front of 90,000 people. 

This afternoon’s match has attracted a 
huge amount of attention for a game 
viewed as a minority sport in the UK. 

When tickets went on sale in February, 
there was a frenzy with an estimated half a 
million requests in the first few days. Last 
week, tickets were changing hands on 
internet sites for hundreds of pounds. 

Opportunity 

Ruben Cruz, coach of the East Kent 
Mavericks in Canterbury, said: “It’s a huge 
opportunity for the sport in this country. 

“Holding an NFL game here is a great 
occasion, not just for Britain, but for the 
international stage as a whole.” 

The sport in this country enjoyed a 
golden age during the 1980s, thanks to 
television coverage on Channel Four which 
made stars such as Dan Marino, Joe 
Montana and William ‘The Refrigerator’ 
Perry, household names. 

The interest led to the creation of a European 
league in the 1990s with teams such as the 
London Monarchs and Barcelona Dragons. 

After an initial honeymoon period, a lack 
of television exposure and dwindling atten¬ 
dances hampered the league and earlier 


this year NFL Europa, as the league became 
known, was shut down. 

Despite these apparent problems, British 
fans of the sport believe today’s game could be 
the catalyst for a second boom. 

Jay Wood-Stoddard, coach at Cinque Ports 
Monarchs in Dover, said: “The coverage of the 
match at Wembley is definitely going to boost 
the interest in the sport. Hopefully kids will 
watch the match on Sunday, get hooked and 
come along to clubs like ourselves.” 

Stuart Crowley, head coach at the Maidstone 
Pumas, thinks TV coverage of the sport is the 
most important factor in re-establishing 
American football in Britain. 

He said: “There is a direct correlation 


between Channel Four dropping its coverage 
and the interest for the sport in this country 
falling. 

“But Sky Sports now show more live 
American football games than Premier League 
football, which shows how much support there 
is for the sport here. 

“The biggest obstacle for clubs is getting 
people to know that we exist.”

However, as the weeks have 
unfolded, it looks unlikely he will 
take over at Priestfield, after 
being quoted in the Lincoln Echo 
saying he would be interested 
in the vacant manager’s job at 
Lincoln City. 

There is also the threat of legal 


action from Stevenage, who are 
far from happy about losing their 
manager. 

Borough chairman Phil 
Wallace said: “In addition to find¬ 
ing a long-term replacement for 
Mark, I’m also dealing with the 
legalities of his resignation and 
the media speculation that he is 
going to Gillingham. 

“If that happens without our 
consent there will be certain 
legal ramifications which we will 
pursue with all the means at our 
disposal. 

“We will not allow our employ¬ 
ment contracts to be manipulat¬ 
ed for other people’s gain, unless 
it is on our terms.” 

The longer the club goes with¬ 
out a manager, the harder it 
will get and while the search 
continues, Gillingham are miss¬ 
ing out on bringing players in 
that could help boost their 
chances in League One. 

Already, many players have 


moved around on loan and one 
of them, Ahmet Brkovic, moved 
from Luton to managerless 
Millwall earlier this week. 

While Iffy Onoura has been 
doing a good job for the club on 
the pitch, his caretaker job 
description means he cannot 
strengthen the team where he 
sees fit. 

He said: “If someone said to 
me we would like you to take the 
job full-time obviously I would be 
delighted and honoured - I 
would be lying to say otherwise. 

“A manager’s job in many 
respects is beyond what happens 
on the training field. 

“It is looking at players that 
might come in and improve you. 
But when you are caretaker you 
don’t have the authority to go out 
and bring players in, so you do 
what you can with the hand that 
you have been dealt. 

“You can’t plan long term because 
you don’t have the job full-time.”

Kent bowler talks about the joy of 
being selected for England tour and 
the race to recover from knee injury

I was obviously delighted to 
learn about my selection 
for the England Lions 
winter development squad, 
but my delight has been 
tempered by the fact I had a 
knee operation to recover from. 

My immediate deadline to regain full 
fitness is tomorrow (Monday), as we are due 
to begin a two-week training programme at 
Loughborough University, but I have 
already been told by the England manage¬ 
ment to concentrate on getting right for the 
month-long tour of India which follows from 
mid-November to mid-December. 

The Lions team will be playing at least 
two four-day matches during our time in 
Mumbai and Chennai, and possibly a 
couple of one-day warm-up fixtures too, 
and of course I want to be able to play my 
full part in those games.

In the New Year, there are also plans for 
the involvement of a second England team 
- which is what the squad effectively is - 
in a Dubai one-day tournament featuring 
other countries’ A teams. 

Selection for that will be made during 
our six-week programme of training and 
matches prior to Christmas, and I’d like to 
make sure I’m on board for that. 

y right knee had been giving me 
pain ever since I felt something 
hurt in it during the warm-up 
before Kent’s Pro40 League 
match against Glamorgan at Cardiff on 
September 7. 

It locked on me for a moment, as well, 
and although I managed to play in the 
game, after some treatment, and subse¬ 
quently in all our remaining matches 
during the last fortnight of the season, I 
knew it needed attention. 

After initial scans, it was decided I should 
have an operation to clear out any debris 
around the knee and generally clean up the 
joint. It was keyhole surgery and I was able 
to walk out of the hospital after the opera¬ 
tion on October 3, but I spent the next two 
days doing very little while the swelling 
around the knee went down. 



I’m very happy with how it has felt 
since the operation, and I was able to do 
some very light work to start building it 
back up. 

However, I’m not going to rush things 
because the prospect of spending a good 
deal of the winter with the England Lions 
side is a very exciting one. I also feel ready 
for the challenge of performing at this 
level, and of course will have the experi¬ 
ence of touring India with England A four 
years ago to draw on. 

I was only 21 when I was chosen for that 
trip, and when Alex Gidman of 
Gloucestershire got injured. I also had the 
totally unexpected honour of captaining 
the side in the games against India A. 

But the nature of the England A team 
was very different then, as it was mainly 
full of very young players who had just 
come out of England under-19 cricket. 

T his tour party is very much a real 
second team, and some players like 
Stuart Broad, Chris Tremlett and 
Ravi Bopara, might even find them¬ 
selves being called up into the full 
England Test side during December when 
Michael Vaughan’s team are due to play a 
three-match series in Sri Lanka. Others 
such as Luke Wright, Chris Schofield and 
Phil Mustard have also been in England’s 
recent one-day teams. 

Then again, I suppose everyone in this 
Lions squad is on standby in case of any 
injuries to the senior team in Sri Lanka 
because we won’t be very far away. 

My own selection is, as I see it, a real 
reward for the season I had with Kent - 
with both bat and ball. I took 36 first-class 
wickets and scored 454 runs, including my 
maiden first-class hundred, and it was 
also my first full county season. 

I think the success Graeme Swann - a 
similar cricketer to me in that he is an off- 
spinning all-rounder - has recently enjoyed 
in the one-day series in Sri Lanka just goes 
to show how consistent performances in 
county cricket can now enable you to make 
the step-up to the international stage. 

Graeme is three years older than me, 
but he has knuckled down since leaving 
Northamptonshire for Nottinghamshire a 
couple of years ago. 

Hopefully, over the next few seasons 
I can get the same opportunities he has 
had to improve his game - playing in a 
county system which these days is very 
competitive and full of quality players. 

Just look at how people like Ryan 
Sidebottom have also come through this 
year and how Jimmy Anderson had to go 
back into county cricket for a while before 
his own international career was able to 
take off again. 

So this winter will be hugely valuable 
added experience for me and hopefully 
another rung or two up the ladder towards 
playing full international cricket. 

It will also be an opportunity to get to 
know all the other players selected and to 
test myself alongside them. 

Of those from other counties, I only 
really know Tim Bresnan from Yorkshire 
better than an acquaintance, although 
having Kent team-mate Joe Denly there 
with me will be great initially. 

Joe had a brilliant season and really 
deserved his selection, and for him too this

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England star reflects on 
team’s World Cup heroics and dispels the 
rumours he is to retire from the sport at 34

A WEEK after missing out on 
creating history with the 
England rugby team at the 
World Cup, Martin Corry is 
starting to appreciate what the 
team accomplished in France. 

The former Tunbridge Wells schoolboy 
played in all seven of England’s games at 
the tournament, where the team were bid¬ 
ding to become the first country to retain 
the Webb Ellis Cup. 

Despite suffering the heartache of losing to 
South Africa in the final, the Leicester Tigers 
back row has had time to reflect and ratio¬ 
nalise what happened during the tournament. 

Speaking exclusively to KoS from his 
home in Leicestershire, he said: ‘We came 
away after the game feeling down, but it’s 
kind of nice with the more people you talk 
to they help you to put everything else into 
perspective and you realise that getting to 
the final was a hell of an achievement.” 

England went into the tournament as 
defending champions but with few peo¬ 
ple expecting them to get close to 
their 2003 exploits in Australia. 

The team had endured terrible 
form since winning the sport’s 
biggest prize, twice suffering 
the indignity of finishing 
fourth in the Six Nations. 

Fears 


how far we could get because our nature 
was ‘we have to improve from next week’ 
and we set our sights very short term - 
that’s where we were.” 

Corry was part of Sir Clive Woodward’s 
triumphant squad in 2003, but watched the 
final in Sydney from the bench. This time 
he had his chance on the sport’s biggest 
stage, but found the experience was not 
what he was expecting. 

He said: “It’s amazing, you spend your 
whole career dreaming of playing in a 
World Cup final but when you get there you 
spend the whole day downplaying it. 

“I knew if I started to think about the 
game then I would not 
play as well as I could. 
I was just trying to

After a far from convincing 
win against the USA, 
English rugby fans’ worst 
fears were confirmed in the 
second match of the World 
Cup, when England were 
outclassed by South Africa. 

Corry, 34, who captained * 
the side in the 36-0 defeat 
in the absence of the 
suspended Phil Vickery, 
saw the game as a turning 
point in the team’s run to 
the final. 

He said: “I genuinely did 
not go into the tournament 
thinking ‘let’s see how far we 
can get’. 

“Your expectations change 
as you progress as a team. 
After the first South Africa ^ 
game, we were not looking at 



go out and play my game, so I didn’t 
appreciate it until afterwards.” 

The team won four consecutive matches 
after the first Springbok defeat, upsetting 
the odds against Australia in the quarter¬ 
finals and hosts France in the semi-finals. 
With every win, interest across the country 
grew as millions watched on TV and 
thousands of fans crossed the channel to 
support Brian Ashton’s England team. 

Despite the vast army of supporters 
inside and outside the stadium, Corry said 
the squad did everything they could to 
ignore the hype surrounding the team. 

‘We were based in a suburb of Paris, so 
we saw the fans on the news but we didn’t 
have any papers. When you are there you 
are in a cocoon, focused on training so you 
don’t allow yourself to get swept up with it. 

“It’s only when you come back that you 
realise how many people were involved. 
Not just all those that were in France, but 
all the people watching in the pubs.” 

Best job 

The end of the 2003 tournament sparked 
a number of retirements including Martin 
Johnson, Neil Back and Will Greenwood. 

At 34, Cony acknowledges he will not 
make another World Cup and is unsure 
whether he will add to his 64 international 
ips. 

He said: “I have not given retirement 
any thought. The most important thing for 
me at the moment is playing for Leicester 
Tigers. Only then I will start to think about 
how long I have left. 

“My body is in good nick and I feel like I 
am playing well. It is the best job in the 
world so I don’t want to leave too early, but 
in four years’ time I want to experience the 
World Cup from the other side - with a pint 
in my hand.” 

Although he has spent a decade playing 
rugby at the highest level, Corry retains 
links to Tunbridge Wells, where his par¬ 
ents still live, and keeps a keen eye on 
the area’s rugby scene. 

He said: “Tunbridge Wells keep me up 
to date with how they are doing. I think 
Kent is a rugby stronghold, all my 
rugby was played there until I was 18 
and it served me exceptionally well.” 
Cony is already back in training 
with the Tigers and hopes to be avail¬ 
able for their next game against the 
Cardiff Blues on Saturday.
